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Preface 


Psalms are prayers expressive of deep human feelings 
that manifest cries of praise, entreaty or thanksgiving. In 
some of the Psalms, however, the psalmists imprecate ene¬ 
mies for their malicious and unjust behavior. So the lan¬ 
guage used in the psalms naturally evokes those profound 
sentiments. 

The Psalms in Inclusive Language is the product of my 
conviction that inclusive language is essential in nourishing, 
strengthening and expressing Faith. The use of inclusive lan¬ 
guage in worship and in scripture translations is matter of 
justice and the continued use of exclusive language a seri¬ 
ous injustice. 

Inclusive language is understood as a way of expressing 
one’s concern for using words that do not exclude, or ex¬ 
press prejudice against individuals or groups regardless of 
gender, attributes such as color, race, culture, nationality, 
lifestyle or physical characteristics. Inclusive language recog¬ 
nizes the inherent value of all human beings and does not 
limit their understanding of God. Inclusive language is much 
wider in its scope than gender-fair language but obviously 
includes it. 

Language, especially in the context of religion, is a very 
powerful tool in the formation of cultural and social atti¬ 
tudes. While inclusive language can truly enhance, augment, 
sustain, inspire and express faith, exclusive language can 
have lasting negative results. 

The Study of scriptures, both the'Old Testament and 
the New Testament, reveals that the original scripture texts

were inclusive in nature, but their translations into some of 
the modern languages have resulted in much of the exclu¬ 
sive language and expressions in the present scripture trans¬ 
lations.
